These tests are scheduled for days & 
times when the JR will be at a minimim, and are generally only scheduled between 
October and ‘iarch to insure a minimum of .2N as well. They are arranzed far enough 
in advance to allow for publication in PX NTS as well as in TRCA's DX MONITOR & 
The Newark Uews Radio Club bulletin. 


Frequently, however, a test may be scheduled or learned of with very short notice. 
For this reason, the NRC Flash Alert Service was innauzurated, “embers who wish to 
be notified of last-minute tests simply send self-addressed, stamped postcards to 
Flash Alert and they will be notified of the tests. Members are urged to number 
these cards consecutively prior to sendin; them to Flash Alert so that they will 
know when it is time to replenish the supsly. Arrangers of last-minute TESTS will 
phone their info to Flash Alert to be put on the cards, The FAS is operated by

1, they kept breaking & when I replaced them with heav- 
ier wire they mde the SM-2 a little unweildy- 2, the null was messed up notic- 
ably when the SM=2 was hooked to the AC supply. Tt seems there was RF pickup 
from the AC lines. As far as strain on the SM-2's structure goes, I agree that 
the SMe2 can't take the extra weight. I had forgotten to mention I had replaced 
the small washers on the SM=2 which were next to the body of the SM-2 with larger 
3/4" washers. The reason I forgot was because I had doe this long before I ev- 
er thought of using the batteries on the SM=2. The reason I did this was because 
I found the SM-2's structure coulda hardly support the weight of the SM=2's body. 
These washers will let the M=2 support the weight of the batteries (plus its 
own) better. Oh, the six C batteries I put on the SM=2 on 6/1 are still as fresh 
aé new while the (alkaline) 9V battery which I use when I don't need full power 
from the SM-2 which I got at the same time as the C batteries is so dead it 
won't light a 1SV lamp?

Convention Business Meeting Summary 


The following is a rough summary of what occurred at the 197), Annual Business Meeting 
of the NRC in Perrysburg, Ohio on August 173 


The first order of business was the presentation of a provisional annual report on 
the state of the club. Inasmuch as this was really only a %month report, I'll spare 
the details here. A full annual report will appear in October, with real numbers as 
well, Paraphrasing, we are in much better shape than we were last October when NJPC 
took over. This reflects publications sales and additional memberships. Our page coun: 
for the year will be approximately equal to our original projections, although the 
content breakdown will show a heavier concentration in clippings and a lower concen=- 
tration in articles over some previous years. 


A discussion of impending projects was the next item on the agenda. The new log was 
discussed, and a committee to study possible alternatives in format for the subse- 
quent edition was suggested and appointed, consisting of Wes Boyd, Jerry Starr, Ron 
Musco, Dave Lewis; Wayne Plunkett, Russ Edmunds, Frank Dailey, Don Erickson,John Cal= 
larman, and John Clements as starters. The new antenna books were discussed, as were 
plang for a new receiver book later this fall. Also under discussion were a new New 
Member Kit probably next Spring, a composite pattern book updater for this winter, 
and possible additional reprint reference mamals next year. A combined NRC-IRCA com-= 
putorised LA Log project was proposed by Ron Schatz, and a committee was announced, 
NRC'ers proposed for this committee include Ron, along with John Callarman as co- 
chairmen, Frank Dailey, John Clements, Al Merriman, Cesar Objio, Dave Gleason, Glenn 
Hauser and probably additional others, 


The possibility of a membership list being published in DX NEWS was discussed, and 
Dale Whitehead has volunteered to type same, which will be published in DXN this 
fall. This topic led into discussion of the proposed membership committee which was 
introduced in these pages last issue. John Callarman has tentatively volunteered to 
co-ordinate this project. It was learned that several areas of the country already 
have an unofficial welcoming/get-together committee, including Kentucky-Southern 
Ohio-Southern Indiana; Northern Ohio; Southern Illinois-St. Louis; Nebraska; Connect= 
icut-Rhode Island; North Jersey-Southeastern New York; and suburban Philadelphia. 

We should like to strongly encourage the membership in other areas to re-read last 
issues editorial and see what they can do in this area. When anyone sees a new member 
listed in their local area, they should want to contact them $ After all, there aren! 
that many of us, and the fellowship of another DX’er in the area is a great thing. 


A re-vitalisation of the NRC Countries Committee was announced by George Kass of 
NJPC's Connecticut annex. This committee deals with possible revision of existing 
Countries Lists, and prommlgation of guidelines. Likewise, alternatives to the con- 
cept of Countries as DX targets will be discussed. Anyone interested should contact 
George at 30 Ivy Circle, West Haven, CT.

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LW/MW Broadcasting in 
Europe Today and in Future 


With the advent of F. M. radio and Television the experts 
believed that Doomsday had arrived for LW and MW radio. 
Not so. Hundreds of additional stations crammed the 
channels between 150 and 285 and 500 and 1,600 kHz. 
causing heavy interference especially at night. There are 
1460 medium wave stations in Europe at present and if 
nothing is done, congestion will become even worse in 
the near future,

(DSB) operation should not impede eventual other

For the receiving end the EBU made a number of mini- 
mum suggestions such as the general use of digital scales. 
as well as spot channel selection, to make radio listening 
easier and rather more enjoyable than it is today. This, on 
the other hand, would require high precision radio seis 
showing an extremely good frequency accuracy and 
constancy..As to the general introduction of certain 
Single Side Band modes nothing can be said today, and 
it will most certainly remain a question of future LW and 
MW broadcasting at least for the years to come. 


Here now are further suggestions for the new wave plan: 

1, Restrictions for QRO (super-output) stations and power 
reductions after sun-set. 

2. Fewer transmitters, 

3. Co-channel networks of broadcasters to save band 
space, and 

4. Reduction of band widths on both the transmitter and 
receiver ends. 


Jn conjunction with the future band plan for ITU Zones 1 
and 3 a technica! suggestion for the receiving end: 
Synthetic Pitch Substitution carried out according to the 
following prucedure. Transmitted will be a so-called 
base-band of a maximum audio frequency of between3.5 
and 4 kHz; at the receiving end, with the help of a 
§00-Hz-pilot-control, the cut-off pitches are re-added to 
the base-band at their correct amplitude levels. This 
procedure is possible due to the fact that the human ear 
shows a lack of musicality concerning high and highest 
notes. It is no longer in a position correctly to assess 
musical intervals. Therefore it suffices to add the harmo- 
nic tones at semi-tone intervals. Tests made with this 
method have revealed that a quality near to HI-Fl could 
be reached, something of which nobody would have 
believed a medium wave transmission capable.

Have you ever been listening on a crowded channel, and way down 
in tne noise you hear sumething like this: “Inis is wCas" + Of course 
you havet [hen, you grab your log book and loox up wCas, happy and 
confieenut that you have logged a new station. To your anger and 
dismay, you find a wCas listed, put for 740. “That's impossible" 
you say, "i'm on 580!" 1f you had a tape running you may listen 
severai times andit still sounds like wCas. Ihen you curse the 
inmnaccurgcies of your log and tune to another frequency or shut 
off the radio. out it was not the log!! You have encounterea the 
“wnat aid he say?" dilemma. what you probably had heard was wCus 
Char.eston, w.Va. 

Tne problem is that.on a crowded chsnnel, any audio phenomenon, 
other signals, splatter, or just aVC action can cause one letter 
to souna iike another; something that wouldn't happen with a clear 
Signal. what you should do is check all the possibile call combinations 
when you hit upon the right one, you'll be able to tei right away, 
especially if you hed tape rolling. 

The letters which may be mistaken for one another are: a,J; & k3 
A& Hd, B,C,D,e.GsroloV, & 4; L& XY; M& N3 o&X and ¢reS; and, if the 
signal is way down in the noise, (though unlikely due to the extra 
syllables) U mau be mistaken for wW. You may be wonaering why I didn't 
dist Hh with the first group. ihe reason being that, if you think 
about it, no sounds like a, but not like J or k. ricture waaY and 
WKAY. You Can see how they could be mistaken tor one another in 
@ pile-up. Now p%cture WhaY & WHAY. You Gan see that there is less 
chance. of a mix-up in a pile-up, fhough 1 admit it may be possible. 


“The same goes for 5« x ands & I. X becomes 8 if Sumething covers 


up tne “n" sound in it. (tho becomes 25). sut A won't be mistaken 
for F pecause of the 5 Sound at tne end. If that's covered up you 
stiii nave "na" which still doesn't sound like F. Phough 1 agree 
that under extreme conditions it may be possible tor a mix-up.
